Lonpon, April 27.—I take the following ex- 
tract from a letter from a correspondent to 
whom I owe my information about Schnac- 
belle, It is written, of course, with keen 
French sympathies: **The Pagny incident ad- 
mits of a very natural interpretation. Schnaé- 
belle has been over fifteen years in the posi- 
tion in whieh he represents, both officially and 
semi-officially, the French Republic in Lor- 
raine. He was bound fo get as much informa- 


tion as possible and municate it to Paris. 
The German police are gurely not so incapa- 
ble as to have req L fifteen years to dis- 


cover this. Why, then, this sudden explo- 
sion? Can it be for a moment believed that 
it is directed agalnst the man as an individual? 
No doubt it was thought the Com- 


missary had papers on him of a com- 


promising nature—compromising, not 80 
much to himself as to bis Government. Now, 
if the German police had waited till he came 
to Metz, or some placé in tne ifterior, it is not 
likely that he would have had any such papers 
in his pocket. The only way to get at them 


was to entrap him. It remains to be seen how 


far this course has been successful. Assum- 
ing that it has placed th the hands of the Ger- 
mans evident proofsof France's semi-official- 
ly conniving at the instigating of disloyalty in 
Lorraine, they will have their much-desired 
casus belli and the. moral support of 
other States. Schnaebelle, a 
man well known to many German 
officials posted ‘along the line from 
Pagny to Metz, paying secret visits to Metz, 
the idea is.ridiculous. Only for the first time 
after fifteen years the Germans have chosen 
to take notice of hig proceédings. Sending a 
case of this kind to the high court at Leipsic

ADJUSTING THE SCHNAEBELLE AFFAIR. 

Paris, April 27.—In semi!-official circles here 
it is believed that Germany desires to expe- 
dite the adjustment of the Schnae- 
belle affair, and that arrangements 
are progressing - en vly at Berlin 
for a prompt and Satisfactory settlement 
which may render the dispatch of the German 
documents in the case to Paris unnecessary. 
Count Herbert Bismarck, Imperial Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has informed M. Herbette, 
French Ambassador at Berlin, that Germany 
has received all the documents in the Schnae- 
belle case. 

BISMARCK’S ALLEGED SCHEME. 

The majority of French newspapers sus- 
pect that Prince Bismarck has caused 
delay in the settlement of the Schnae- 
belle affair in the hope of impelling 
the French people to committing some act of 
folly, and they urge no abatement of the 
calmness which the people have hitherto 
maintained under the provocation. 

RESULT OF THE GERMAN INQURY. 

‘BERLIN, April 27.—It is stated here that the 
result of the inquiry which the German Gov- 
ernment has made into the Schnaebelle affair 
has been to impress Prince Bismarck with the 
view that the arrest was made on German 
Territory.

LANSDOWNE’S TENANTS, 


The Governor-General’s Agent Repudiates 
the Me diator’s Provisional Arrangement. 


DUBLIN, April 27.—The Marquis of Lans- 
downe has declined to accept the provisional 
arrangement made last week by the mediators 
engaged in the task of adjusting the dispute 
between him and the dissatisfied tenants on 
his Luggacurran estate. This arrangement 
gave to leasesholders, holding under jadicial 
rates and who had hitherto been refused any 
concession, a reduction of 15 per cent in their 
rents, instead of the 20 per cent they asked, 
and gave the non-lease-holders who had asked 
for 30 and 35 per cent reductions, a reduction 
of 10 per cent. In addition to these conces- 
sions, the mediators propose to reinstate 
the tenants evicted since March 1, for non- 
payment of rent, upon payment of six 
months’ dues. Among the other provisions 
of the arrangement was one exempting tenants 
from costs inthe present proceedings, and 
another allowing leaseholders to break-their 
leases for the purpose of entering the 
courts for readjustment. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne’s agent now declines to ratify this 
arrangement, refusing to agree to any of the 
proposed ‘abatements. He suggests new 
terms, and much bitterness is provoked by the 
suspicion that he has been using the negotia- 
tions merely to find out what was the most the 
tenants would volunteer in order to place his 
demands a few points beyond it and still with- 
in the limits of probable acceptance,

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 27.—It is stated

He replied that he 
nad heard several men on Change and 
elsewhere 80 express themselves. Mr. Dora 
Bell, D. F. owland and others had 
said it was a shame thata man of Lancaster’s 
character should have such control of Demo- 
cratic affairs. Mr. Graham Frost had said 
that Mr. Lancaster should not be in the Cen- 
tral Committee; that he was not aman of fit 
reputatian for such a position.

MAGGIE M’CARTHY’S MURDER,

which occurred yesterday within a mile 
of Hurricane, Lincoin County, Mo.

It be- 
gan at 12:17 o’clock in the afternoon 
and finished at 4:15 p, m., just four hours, 
lacking two minutes. Between these hours 
sixty-three rounds were fought, three min- 
utes to each round with one minute rest. Daly 
was seconded by Charlie Woods and Artie“ 

„Flint, while Kelly was looked after by Tom 
Allen and Tom Kelly, his father. Daly led all 
through the fight, and forced the battle 
‘from the jump to the finish. His tactics were 
the same from beginning to end. He would 
feint with his right, land on the face or neck 
with his left; feint again with his right and 
land with his left on the abdomen or ribs. 
‘Early in the fight the work done with his right 
on Keily’s left jaw bruised that hand severely 
and rendered it almost useless for the latter 
half of the battle. 

Occasionally Daly varied the policy indi- 
cated above by striking rapidly and hard on 
Kelly’s face and neck with his right, and in one 
round delivered sixteen successive blows in this 
telling manner.

It was alleged that he took the sec- 
ond prize of $10 in the 100-yard-dash, first 
money ($15) in the running high jump, and also 
competed in the hop, skip and jump. 
reviewing the testimony sub-

Committee adopted a resolution declaring that 
Ford ‘‘competed under an assumed name in 
1 ames at Springfield, Mass., and 
at M. W. Ford has thereby violated the 
definition of amateur as adopted by the as- 
sociation, and is hereby declared a profes- 
sional athlete.’’

THE GRAVES OF THEIR ANCESTORS. 


Senator Sherman and Gen. Sherman Make 
a Visit to Woodbury, Conn. 


By Telegrat-h to the POsST-DISPATCH, 

NEW YORK, April 27.—Senator John Sher- 
man and his brother, Gen. Wm. T. Sherman, 
got back totown yesterday afternoon from 
Woodbury, Conn., where they visited, for the 
first time, the grave oftheir ancestors in the 
old church yard ofthe First Congregational 
Church. The church yard is 217 years old. 
The ancestors of the Senator and the General, 


whose bones sleep in the old church yard are: 
Charles Robert man, their father, who 
was born in. N alk and emigrated to 
Ohio, where he became Judge of the Supreme 
Court; their grandfather, Daniel, who was 
both County Judge and Probate Judge of 
Woodbury. Their kreat - great - æreat · grand · 
father, Samuel, and the latter’s son, John 
Samuel Sherman, came over from Dedham, 
Essex County, England, where he.had been 
a cloth manufacturer, and with his son, John, 
founded Woodbury. To these two settiers 
Senator Evarts and Senator Hear are also re- 
lated. The last aucestor whose grave the 
Senator and General viewed was that of the 
Rev. Anthony Stoddard, an ancestor on their 
grandmother’s side who -preached in the 
old First Church in_the early colonial 
days for sixty years. The two brothers hired 
a carriage and drove out to the grave-yard 
from Waterford alone, in the rainstorm. 
They found the graves covered with the early 
green of spring, and the ancient headstones 
remarkably well-preserved. When the two 
brothers reached Waterford Monday night, 
they were met at the depot by Mayor 
Broughton and escorted to the Schoville 
House where they were entertained by ex- 
Congressman S. W. Kellogg. A lot of cltlawns 
went into the parlors to shake hands with the 
Senator and noral. When Senator Serman 
ot back to the Fifth Avenue Hotel just before 
inner yesterday he told a reporter about the 
trip: The fact that my brother and I are to- 
gether at the same time and the same hotel, 
he said, does not mean that we are en 
in any conspiracy against the welfare of the 
citizens, or are plotting-for the capture of the 
828 or any other office.

manifestations.

Mrs. Meriwether prepared the following let- 
ter in reply, which was unanimously adopted, 
and a copy of it was forwarded to Mr. Clover: 


To Mr. Ashley C. Clover, Prosecuting Attorney of 
the St. Louis Criminal Court: 

Sir—In yesterday’s Globe-Democrat you see 
proper under your own name to publicly as- 
sert that Women invariably are liars.’’ You 
make no exceptions; you assert and re- asselt 
that ‘‘women are all liars.’’

The word ‘‘liar’’ is the most coarsely of- 
fensive in the English language. A brave man 
will resent it with blows of the fist or the biud- 
geon. ; 
word in a strong man’s face, yet you glibly 
and jauntily foss it in woman’s. It takes a 
coward to offer insults to women he would 
be afraid to offer any man with muscular arm 
and hand to resent. 

Are you so ignorant as not to know that by 
the inexorable laws of heredity men must in- 
herit their mothers’ mental and moral quali- 
ties? It all women are liars, as you assert, by 
no possibility can men born of women escape 
the baseness. A stream cannot rise higher 
than its source. As women are, 80 are the 
sons they bear. If women are fools, cowards 
and liars, so will be men. 

Are you so ignorant as not to know that it is 
often said that men form thelr estimate of 
woman’s character from the character of the 
women of theirown household? That if a 
man’s mother, sisters, wife, aunts and female 
relations all happen to be weak and frivolous 
women he gets the idea that such is the na- 
ture of all the sex; that it it isa man’s mis- 
fortune to associate only with women of a low 
order of mind and morals, he comes to be- 
lieve such is the character of all women. 
When you publish to the world 
your belief that all women are in- 
variably liars’’ you brutally blackguard every 
woman of your acquaintance, especially 
every woman relate to you. If you have a 
mother yet living, your'first act should be to 
fall on your knees at her feet and implore 
forgiveness for the unmanly insult you have

IN the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary we imported 769,828 tons of iron ore, 
against 344, 104 tons in the corresponding 
eight months of the preceding year. Most 
of this ore was manufactured in Pennsyl- 
vania. The tariff paid on it for the pro- 
tection of Pennsylvania’s pig iron pro- 
ducers was added of course to the price of 
the articles manufactured from it, and 
the tax thus paid by consumers was need- 
lessly imposed on them, because the iron 
thus imported for steel making is of a kind 
which does not compete at all with Penn- 
sylvania pig, English manufacturers of 
steelimport the same iron from Spain 


made from it cheaper than our manufact- 
urers can sellit. This explains why our 
manufacturers cannot compete with those 
of England in foreign markets, nor even 
here without the aid of a tariff of $17 a 
ton on steelrails. In spite of that tax we 
are now largely importing steel rails. 
Both the tax on the imported raw ma- 
terial and that on the manufactured prod- 
uct are in this case plainly taxes on con- 
sumption—iaxes that obstruct trade, 
hamper industry and pinch the labor 
they are supposed to protect.

THe Conservatives are in power in 
Canada and have a majority in the 
Canadian Parliament, but that body has 
adopted by a vote of 185 to 47 a resolution 
against the passage of the coercion bill 
now pending in the British Parliament. 
Even Sir gohn Macdonald had nothing to 
say against the resolution except that it 
was a protest which would do no good, 
as the bill would be passed regard- 
less of Canadian opposition. The 
incident, nevertheless, shows that Canada 
stands with Australia, New Zealand, 
Wales and Scotland in sympathy with 
Ireland, and in opposition to the old pig- 
headed, fatuous and cruel ideas of the 
Tories about the government of that op- 
pressed island.

CHICAGO MERCHANTS DEMAND MILEAGE 
TICKETS FOR COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS, 


Tie Matter to Be Brought Before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission—Investiga- 
tion of the Pacific Railroads Progressing 
in New York—The Frisco Suit—Railroad 
News. 


Cu1caGo, II., April 27.-8. M. Wioker, 
Commissioner of, the Chicago Freight Bureau, 
has addressed John N. Abbott, Chairman of 
the Western, Northwestern and Southwestern 
Passenger Associations, requésting that the 
roads he represents restore to the commercial 
public some form of mileage ticket that can be 
used by the traveling représentatives of Chi- 
cago houses, and furnish such a ticket at 
net 2 cents per mile. Mr. Wicker states 
that whilé the legal advisers of the 
railway corporations may construe the inter- 
state commerce law prohibiting the issuance 
of mileage tickets to commercial travelers, the 
legal advisers of the Board of Trade and of the 
mercantile bouses of Chicago do not so con- 
strue it. The law, they believe, admits of 
reasonable and just discrimination, pro- 
hibiting only unjust discrimination, 

REASONABLE CHARGES, 

The address continues: For your candid 
consideration and information we desire to 
point out the course we must pursue in case 
the roads you represent do not recede from 
your present position and restore to the com- 
mercial public some form of 1,000-mile ticket 
at equitable and just rates. Our course will 
be to submit to the Commission, or more 
likely to the United States Court, 
affidavits that some road in your 
Association has sold plaintiff a 


thousand- mile ticket at $25, and in view of the 
fact that during the last fifteen years similar 
service has been rendered at $15, and in other 
instances at $20, claim the price now imposed 
to be in violation of section 1 of the interstate 
commerce law, which provides that ali charges 
for the transportation of passengers shall 
reasonable and just, and our representatives 
will ask theo -ommission, or our attor- 
neys will plead with the Court that 
section 22 contemplates that defendant has a 
right to discriminate between commercial 
travelers and the ordinary traveling public, 
continuing the old form and price of tickets, 
or the exemption would not have been made 
in that section, which section is the pre- 
eminently one of exception. 
LIBERAL RATER. 

We shall brink an officer of the defendant’s 
road ae pene if he testifies truthfully, that 
practically forty-nine out of every fifty mile- 
age ticket sold in the past have netted the 
road not to exceed two cents per mile, and in 
many instances less, together with much 
other information that will tend to convince 
the Commission or the Court that 2 cents per 
mile is a liberal rate for the service performed 
and the circumstanges under which it is 
performed, especiall} as compared with your 
average earnings per passenger per mile. Our 
representatives or our attorneys, as the case 
may be, will also plead that in the event of the 
Commission or Court not coinciding in this 
view thatthe ruling of the Commission or the 
decision of the Court be that 2 cents per mile 
is a just and uitable rate for all thousand- 
2 tickets that shall be sold by the defen- 

ant. 

In conclusion the letter says that the Chi 
Freight Bureau has such confidence in the 
opinions of its attorneys and the fair-minded- 
ness of the Commission and the Court that if 
the request be granted a bond of indemnity 
will be filed, signed by fifty of the leading 
merchants and manufacturers of Chicago, 
binding themselves to pay all the fines im- 
posed upon the roads represented by reason 
of the violation of the interstate or any other 
law in thus complying with the request,

proceedings instituted by Walter Delmar, of 
the firm of E. L. Openheim & Co. Mr. Dospas- 
sos said he believed the action of the 
company was a deliberate conspiracy to pre- 
vent Mr. Delmar from getting at the books of 
the company. He said these men had in- 
sulted the court. They had disregarded its 
mandate, and Mr. Dospassos asked that they 
be made to feel the hand of the Court. He 
asked that they be sent to jail so that in fut- 
ure when a stockholder of a railroad 
corporation in the exercise of his right, ap- 
plies to the court, its order may not be dis- 
obeyed upon the excuse that the offenders 
acted on advice of cvunsel. 

John E. Burrill, in reply, said there had 
been no disrespect of any order ofthe court 
as that order had merely sent the case to the 
referee, who had the power to direct the 
officers to appear before him. The subpemna 
served upon the officers, he said, 
made out by the attorney 
the Court or referee. 
said he had given the advice to the 
officers to disregard the subpewna. He stated 
that Gen. Winslow had yesterday appeared 
before the réfree, and that the other officers 
were willing to do so. He presented affidavits 
of Gen, Winslow and the others, that when 
the subpe@na was served upon them they were 
not shown the order of the court. Mr. Edw 
Lauterbach argued in the same strain. In 
his reply Mr. Dospassos said that the whole 
case was mixed with lies, and insisted that 
the officers be sent to jail. Judge Donohue 
reserved his decision.

Returned to Him. 


CuicaGco, III., April FJ. — The Times says: 
By direction of Post-office Inspector Kidder, 
the thirteen thousand copies of the Chicago 
Farm Journal, detained at the Post-office as 
unmaillable at second-class rates of postage, 
have been surrendered to the publisher, 
Thomas 8, Gardner.

The Inspector yes- 
terday torwarded a report of the case to Post- 
master-General Vilas and asked authority to 
return Gardner’s registered mail tothe send- 
ers. About four hundred registered letters 
addressed to the Farm Journal Pub- 
lishing Company have accumulated at 
the Post-office since their deliver 
was stopped, and they are still 
arriving at the rate of twenty to twenty-five a 
day. ardner’s private mail is delivered — 
him, and by that means he receives a great 
many money orders, but none of them are ac- 
cepted when presented for payment. It is es- 
timated that Gardner must have realizeda 
rofit of about $20,000 from his scheme before 
t was discovered. Letters are being received 
daily at the Post-office from subscribers for 
the papers, who offerto appear as witnesses 


against him. 
A SINGULAR DECISION. 


How the Illinois Appellate Court Settled an 
Interesting Case. 

CHICAGO, II., April27.—A singular decision 
has been rendered by the Appellate Court 
Some of the creditors of Isaac A. Rice, some 
time ago, levied on furniture in his‘ wife’s 
house and Mrs. Rice replevined it, recovering 
judgment ofthe repleven suitonthe ground 
that the property was her own, bought with 
her own money, and hence exempt from her 
husband’s debts. The Appellate Court 
reversed the judgment on peculiar grounds. 
It finds that while it was true that Mrs. Rice’s 
parents gave her the money which was the 
nucleus of her present means in 1854, at the 
time of her marriage, and while she increased 
it by judicious investment, she received the 
nucleus and increased it before the ac: of 1861 
was adopted by the Illinois Legislature, 
which permitted women to own property 
exempt from their husband’s debts. Prior to 
that act, whatever the wife owned was the 
husband's alsa, by common law. The Appel- 
late Court says that the act of 1861 did nota 
ply to money acquired by the wife prior to the 
act, and, therefore, her husband’s creditors 
can recover on her property. 


PLEURO- PNEUMONIA. 


The State Live Stock Commissioners in 
Chicago—Slaughtering Cattle. 


CHICAGO, III., April 27.—The members of 
the Illinois Live Stock Commission are in the 
city discussing the pleuro-pneumonia ques- 
tion. It is thought that it will be necessary to 
slaughter 1,000 more cattle in Cook Oounty 
before pleuro-pneumonia can be thoroughly 
eradicated. The Board has already formaily 
ordered the siaughter of a considerable num- 
ber of animais in the infected districts; 
and when Prof. Law, who is at present investi- 
gating on behalf of the United States Depart- 
ment of Aprioulture, reports necessity fox co- 
operation, the State and National authorities 
will unite and order the slaughter of as many 
more as may be oe necessary, regardiess 
ofthe cost.

Did your advocacy of Mr. Cleveland’s elec- 
tion have anything to do with Archbishop Cor- 
rigan’s hatred of you?’’

VENTION WORK TO-DAY. 


Papers Read and Discussions Provoked— 
School-Houses and school Life—Califor- 
nia Asa Health Resort—Peanuts As De- 
stroyers ef Children—Election of Officers 
—Kansas City the Next Place of Meeting 
Tour of the City in Carriages. .- 


The Missouri Institute of Homeopathy yes- 
terday listened toa paper by Miss Bessie v. 
Cushman, on the action of nitricacid, She 
told of beneficial results foliowing the use of 
the acid in cases of eczema. 

H. W. Westover of St. Joseph, read two 
papers on ‘‘Diabetes,’’ and ‘‘Injuries of the 
lids, orbit and sclera of the eye. 

Wm. D. Foster had found cocaine a disap- 
pointment. It was impossible at present to 
say what its position was as a remedial agent, 
but as a local antesthetio it had a very definite 
piace.

when the members gathered there was a some- 

what larger attendance than yesterday, and 

more interest was shown in the proceedings. 

But a number of papers were not called in 

order that the work might be expedited. . 

Dr. J. C. Cummings of St. Louis read a 
paper on ‘‘Antiseptics.’’ He said all doctors 
Ought to be able to cure every case of acute 
disease in children that can be treated forty- 
eight hours before death. That was asking 
much, but if medicine was anything like an 
exact science this would be accomplished. 
But it was not so. He, however, told of a 


number of cures he had accomplished and an- 
tiseptics that had contributed to this success. 

Dr. Westover discussed the paperand the 
antiseptics proposed. Dr. Casseday followed 
in the same line. The discussion was directed 
to diphtheria. Dr. Thorne, in 8 of this 
disease said he had the best results in over- 
heating the room in which the patient lay and 
injecting the steam of heated vinegar in the 
room. 

Dr. Runneis commended steam as a disin- 
fectant, and told how his boy recovered un- 
der a treatment of medicated steam injected 
into his mouth. He did not know whether the 
medicine or steam caused the recovery. 

Harris of St. Louis read a lengthy pa- 
per on Mey — Conditions of School-houses 
and School Life. He went into the construc- 
tion of — houses very thoroughly, con- 
forming his ideas to the economy that School 
Boards are compelled to exercise. He advised 
short hours of study, and as few les- 
sons at home as ossible. Regular 
hours for meale were advised, and the essay- 
ist took sides with the school- boys who struck 
foralonger dinner hour. There was a great 
deal of danger in ee to higher edu- 
cation,’’ he thought anual education for 
boys, on the other hand, was to be com- 
mended, and co-education of the sexes he re- 
gards asa mistake. Boys and girls should 
observe a number of rules, among which were 
1 against studymg in a das- 

— 1 ht; studying while lying down, 
studying in oe light in a stooping position 
etc. Female inspectors should be appoin 
in all cities to examine female pupils and re- 
lease them from duties as their physical con- 
dition su sts. 

Dr. G. S. Walker of St. Louis, who is about to 
retire from the§practice of medicine and go to 
California to live, told the Convention a great 
deal about the climate of that tate, 
and the ‘benefit to certain classes of 
disease. He advised physicians sending 
patients to California to insist that 
some one shalilaccompanyjthe patient else nos- 
talgia will resuit and death. Sanitariums 
should be avoided. The patients should live 
as much in the open air as possible. 

Dr. W. A. Edmonds of St. Louis read a brief 
paper on dentition. He said peanuts caused 
more deaths among children than a 

H. W. Westover gave a brief synopsis of his 
paper on . The Microscope in the Detection of 

sons.’ 

Joshua ‘Sees’, President of the Institute, 
read a paper on ‘‘ Traumatic Epilepsy.’’ This 
was a substitution for his paper on the ‘‘Lo- 
calization of Cereb Leslons. For this lat- 
ter paper he had prepared a report of over 
fifty vivisections. The paper he read, how- 
ever, was of great interess to the members 
present. 

Dr. D. B. Morrow volunteered apaper ona 
remarkable case of double consciousness.

Patrick Egan’s Offer to Stand Trial for Any 
Charges Against Him in Dublin. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, April 27.—The offer of Patrick 
Egan, ex-Secretary of the Irish Land League, 
and now a citizen of Lincoln, Neb., to go over 
to Dublin and submit to be tried for any 
alleged offense of which the English Govern- 
ment says he is guilty, provided that a guar- 
antee is given that the jury will not be packed, 
nas so completely taken the wind out of the 
sails of his enemies that Irish- Americans on 


this side of the water are anxiously await- 
ing to see what they will do. Among 
the hundreds of reasons that are offered 
why the challenge is not likely to be accepted, 
there is one which is dwelt upon with more 
striking emphasis than any other. This is 
that Col. E. R. King- Harman, the new parliia- 
mentary Under-Secretary for Ireland, ap- 
pointed bythe Tories, having beena close 
‘*‘associate’’ of Mr. Egan, would have to un- 
dergo the same legal strain. Mr. Egan wrote 
to Col. King-Harman’s address, paying par- 
ticular attention to the candidate’s emphatic 
pronouncement in favor of Home Rule, and 
the Under Secretary himself in a letter to the 
Dublin Nation in 1870 said this: ‘‘I have 
been attacked in the Whig journals 
and accused of insincerity, of attempting to 
throw dust in the eyes of the people, and of 
having thrown truth and honor to the winds 
in my effort to get elected to the English Pas- 
liament. But it should be remembered that by 
throwing myself into the ranks of repeal I 
had cut myself adrift from all English parties 
—Whig or Tory, Conservative or Radical—as 
no English Government could think of offer- 
ing place or pension were I disposed to accept 
it, to any man who had publicly proclaimed 
himself in favor of Irish home- rule, as op- 
posed to English misgovernment.’’ 

Mr. Egan’s friends here say that he had 
never any desire to leave Ireland any more 
than hundreds of other irishmen who were 
connected with the Land League, and who 
also came to this country. But he came as 
they did, to overthrow the persecution to 
which he was being subjected by Government 
spies and informers. One ot his friends said, 
„Mr. Egan has a large interest in the Dublin 
North City Milling Company and would kt 
to live in Dublin rather than in America. ut 
how is any man’s life, notto say his liberty, 
safe in Dublin who was known to be a promi- 
nent executive officer of the great organiza- 
tion, the Land League, which downed several 
governments and brought the case of Ireland 
to the front? Men have been hanged in Dub- 
lin under the crimes act of three years are 
who were as innocent of the charges beng ht 
against them as the chiid unborn.” #

A. Spalding Talks about the 
Amusement Business. 


Mr. Charles A. Spalding, proprietor of the 
Olympic Theater, arrived in the city yester- 
day morning, and is stopping at the Southern 
Mr. Spalding was in the office of his 
theater yesterday chatting with friends, and 
was met there by a FO0OS8T-DISPATCH 


reporter. He does not think the present sea- 
son has been very satisfactory to the man- 
agers. ‘‘I have heard considerable complaint 
from them, said he, and I do not think the 
season has been excellent for some attrac- 
tions. Some say that some cities have been 
bad and others say they nave been good, so 
that itis mixed as usual. I do not think, how- 
ever, that there is much general satisfaction.

‘*If the high rates continue what will be the 
effect on the "amusement business next year?“

The Sprinkling* Issue 
Squarely Before 
the Assembly. 


The Duross Bill Recom- 
mended by the Com- 
mittee. 


Ed Butler Takes a Hand in 
the Fight. 


The Anti- Dust Crusade Stirs Up Both Cham. 
bers—Debate in the Counci]l—Immediate 
Consideration Nearly Voted—Mr. O’Mal- 
ley Tells His Confreres Their Duty—Mr. 
Blakely Presses the Bill Asan Urgent 
Necessity—Mohan Elected Chairman of 
the House Committee on Public Improve- 
ments—A Slap at the Speaker—Placing of 
the Post-Dispatch Petitions. 


The sprinkling monopolists drew a picture 
card yesterday to strengthen their hand. 

The face on the card was that of Ed Butler. 

The effect of the drawing was seen at the 
meeting of the House Committee on Public 
Improvements, yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock, when the committee organization was 
at once proceeded with. As Speaker Banner- 
man had named John Clark first on the com- 
mittee, it was considered that courtesy to the 
Speaker and a respect for the precedents of 
the House would prevent any opposition to 
Clark acting as Chairman. But Butler 
was there, and that meant that 
precedents would cut no figure. 
He circulated around so successfully 
that Delegate Mohan was soon in the field 
against Clark. Moban is the author ofthe 
sprinkling contractors’ bill providing for five 
districts. ’ 

The vote on the Chairman showed how anx- 
ious the monopolists were to contro! the com- 
mittee. When the result of the vote was de- 
clared it was found to stand as follows: 

For Clark—Huber, Ryan—2. 

For Mohan—Mohan, Clark, Murphy, Kretsch- 
mar, Spelibrink—5. 

It will thus be seen that Mr. Mohan thought 
the issue was too momentous to waste his 
vote and so he voted for himself. This was 
another evidence of the dominanee of the 
Butler influence, as Ed was never known to 
sacrifice a vote for the sake of modesty. 

Before the vote was taken Delegate Huber 
arose and told the committee what he thought 
of the scheme, placing Mohan against Clark. 
He said Clark had been named first and Wf he 
did not withdraw, it was little short of a slap 
at him and the Speaker of the House to super- 
sede him. 

Ed Butler in his movements about the Coun- 
eil chamber gave vent to his intentions and 
plans. He said:. We (Ed and the sprink- 
ling contractors) are going to make the fight 
right on this question of districts. I am (and 
of course the contractors are too) in favorofa 
few large districts and that is what we are go- 
ing in for. 

Butler's argument is tnat the city can get 
the sprinkling done better by a few 
large contractors than by many small 
ones. He bases this on the fact 
that the horse-shoeing at his (Butler's) shop 
can be done cheaper by the big contractors 
than by the small. This horseshoeing feature 
of the case explains the milk in Butler's co- 
coanut. If thirty contractors take the sprink- 
ling they will divide the horseshoeing, but if 
the job is kept in the hands of afew, most of 
the horseshoeing will be captured by Butler. 

The analysis of the Mohan Bill as presented 
in Monday’s Post-DISPATCH so scared the 
monopolists that they tried to fix it up in more 
presentable shape. Mr. Mohan told the com- 
mittee he wanted to change it so it would pro- 
vide for the payment of the cost 
out of the general revenue instead 
of by the increase of the water rates. A smile 
went around the committee as they saw Mr. 
Mohan cut this leading feature out of his bill. 
They saw how gracefully the monopolists are 
trimming to catch the popular breeze. 

The result of the committee’s meeting was 


that the sprinkling bills were deferred until 


Friday afternoon next at 30’clock, when the 
committee will devote some time to 
the bills. Mohan will request Col. 
Flad and Comptroller Campbell to de 
present togive their ideas, respectively, on 
the methods of sprinkling and the city’s abil- 
ity to pay for it. 

Mr. Fielding Mansfield, whose thorough 
knowledge of the sprinkling question, has 
been shown tothe public by his communica- 
tions in the Post- DISPATCH, will also be pres-

In the Council. 


The Duross bill went sailing through the 
Council Committee on Public Improvements 
yesterday afternoon. Chairman Duross pre- 
sided and Councilmen O’Malley and Rohan 
making the full committee, were in attend- 
ance. The bill stood practically as first intro- 
duced. The only changes made were tbose 
affecting the details. 

The area of the territory to be sprinkled was 
restricted to all streets within 1, 000 feet of a 
distribution pipe or main, with the exception 
of Florissant avenue, which is to be sprinkled 
to the west entrance of Calvary Oemetery 
and Broadway, which is to be sprinkled 
to the west entrance of Calvary. 
As Calvary lies notthwest of Bellefontaine, 
this change in the bill will benefit both ceme- 
teries. The only other change was in regard 
to the bond required to be given by the oan- 
tractor to provide for any damage to the 
plugs. It is now provided that the Water 


Commissioner shall. assess the damage to the 
plugs and keep the amount out of the money 


coming to the contractor. 

With these changes, the bill was reported 
When it had 
been read, Chairman Duross moved that the 
Council proceed to@onsideration of it. 

- Councilman Beli opposed the motion. It 
was avery important bill and he wanted the 
fullest light on the matter.

The Investigation of the Horrors in the Buf.- 
falo Insane Asylum,

BuFFALO, N. Y., April 27.—Nearly the whole 
of yesterday was consumed before the Supe- 
rior Court Grand - jury was impanelled. Public 
feeling runs high over the Insane Asylum in- 
vestigation, and great care was exercised in 
getting a dispassionate jury.

Wood testified yesterday that he examined 
the patient Brown when he was admitted, and 
found him weak, quiet and suffering with 
meningitis. Patrick O’Fiannigan, the night 
watchman, saw Brown every night except the 
one previous to his death. Martin McDona- 
hue, a supervisor of the asyium, said that he 
had several times seen — keg strapped tightly 
to a chair, and evideftly in great pain 
from his bands. The three attendants 
who forced Brown into the bath-tub where he 
died, were not sworn. They are under bail 
and charged with manslaughter. Abram 
White of Perry, was on the stand a long while.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 27.—It is de- 
lieved in the beat · informed official circles here 
that the mission of Sir Edward Thornton to 
this country in behalf of the British holders of 
Virginia bonds has more significance than ap- 
pears upon the surface of things. It is be- 
lieved that the Salisbury Government bas dele- 
gated Sir Edward to confer with the Virginia 
Legislature, not only as the professed repre- 
sentative of the bondholders,but as the actual, 
though undisclosed, representative of the 
British Government, with the object of 
ascertaining clearly the purpose of the State 
of Virginia relative to the portion of 
her debts held by British capitalists. It is 
known that within the last week a letter has 
been received here from London, from a party 
deeply interested in the result of Sir Edward's 
mission, saying that the Salisbury Cabinet had 
deemed it expedient, in view of the porten- 
tous situation growing out of the practical 
espousal of the cause of Ireland by Gladstone, 
to resort to the tactics by which Disraeli was 
successful in diverting the attention of 
contending parties atehome, namely: The 
adoption of a vigorous policy for the protec- 
tion of British interests abroad. The first ev- 
idence of this new policy, the letter 
says, was the demand (executed three weeks 
or more ago) for the instant paymontof the 
indebtedness of the Haytiau Government to 
the English capitalists, aggregating $1,000,000. 
Almost ooncurrently with this came the vigor- 
ous order from the British Foreign Office look- 
ing to the forcible collection from the Republic 
of Venezuela of the £10,000,000 of indebtedness 
due by Venezuela to British capitalists. The 
latest development known in Washington of 
this latter phase of ,the new Salisbury policy 
is an apparently well-anthenticated re- 
port that the British Minister at Oaracas, 
Frederick Robert St. John, had progressed so 
far in carrying out the belligerent policy of his 
Government towards 2 — ub - 
lic, that he had announced to President Guz- 
man Blanco 

HIS SUMMARY RECALL TO ENGLAND. 

The final and by farthe most impertant step 
of this new policy for the protection of suffer- 
ing British interests is believed to be the 
sending of Sir Edward Thornton to confer 
with the slature at Bichmond. In con- 
nection with this latest phase is significantly 
considered the most extraordinary proposi- 
tion of the Salisbury Cabinet to this coun- 
try in regard to the fisheries troubles. 
There are few if any diplomatic people 
here who believe that Great Brittain would 
have deliberately offered, without an ulterior 
motive, to surrender $5,500,000, the amount of 
the Halifax fisheries award, when the belief 
is universal among Englishmen that the 
Geneva award exceeded by between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000 the actual damage done by the 
English - Confedéfate privateers Alabama, 
Florida and Shegjandoah. 

It is surmised, and not without considerable 
plausibility, thatthis ulterior motive is closely 
associated with the’ vast British interest in- 
volved in the settlement of the Virginia debt 
matter. ‘The British bondholders have for 
some years been making an effort at 
Richmond to get the Legislature to adjust 
their claim satisfactorily, but without result.
